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LETT SOU* JOHN CCAKLEY (1744-1615), physician, was bom on 22 Nov, 1744, at 
Little Vandyke, one of the Virgin Islands, West Indies, of a quaker family of Cheshire 
origin. When six years old he was sent to England for his education, and came under 
the notice of Samuel Fothergill, the quaker preacher. He was placed at school with 
Gilbert Thompson, afterwards a physician, whose academy was celebrated among the So- 
ciety of Friends. In April 1761 he was apprenticed to Abraham Sutcliff a surgeon 
and apothecary at Settle, Yorkshire. Here Lettsom acquired a good knowledge of La- 
tin, and became well versed in botany. At the end of five years' apprenticeship, he 
went to London, introduced by Samuel Fothargill to his brother. Dr. John Fothergill, 
the physician. He became a pupil at St. Thomas' Hospital, under Benjamin Cowell the 
surgeon, with the physicians Russell, Grieve, and especially Hark Akenside, of whose 
manners in the hospital he has left an amusing description. He also attended the 
lectures of Dr. Fordyce but occupied himself chiefly with carefully studying and tak- 
ing notes of the cases, at that time an unusual practice, and not pursued by any 
other pupil of the hospital. 

In October, 1767, he returned to the West Indies to take possession of a 
small property left him by his father, the most valuable portion of which consisted 
of fifty slaves, whom Lettsom, though possessed of no other resources, at once eman- 
cipated. He then want into practice at Tortola, and in six months made about 2,000£. 
on the strength of which he returned to London, to follow in the steps of the great 
Fothergill. In October 1768 he entered the university of Edinburg where he studied 
under Cullen and Home. After visiting several universities and health resorts on 
the continent, he graduated M.D. at Leyden on 20 June 1769, with a dissertation, "Ob- 
servationes ad vires Theae pertinentes" 4to, Leyden, 1769. In 1770 he became licen- 
tiate of the College of Physicians and commenced practice in the city of London. By 
his marriage in the same year with the daughter of John Miers he acquired a consider- 
able fortune. Thus favourably launched, his quaker connections and the recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Fothergill, who wa s at that time leaving the city, soon brought him a 
large practice. In 1770 he became F.S.A. , and in 1771 F.R.S., and afterwards joined 
many other medical and scientific societies. For many years his income amounted to 
several thousands, but his great munificence, and still more his lavish expenditure, 
kept him in continual pecuniary difficulties, so that (as he himself eaplains) con- 
stand occupation became a necessity, and for nineteen years he never took a holiday. 
Towards the close of his life he was compelled to part with his suburban house Grove 
Hill, Camberwell, where he had spent immense sums on a museum, library, and botanical 
garden. This remarkable mansion was described in "Grove Hill, a poem," 4to, 1799 (by 
the Rev. T. Haurice); "Grove Hill, an Horticultural Sketch," 4to, 1804. Shortly be- 
fore his death, he came into a large West Indian fortune, bequeathed to him and his 
grandson by the widow of his son, Pickering Lettsom, but did not live long enough to 
profit by it. 

After forty-five years* incessant occupation in his profession, Lettsom 
died at his house, Sambrook Court, Basin^iall Street, on 1 Nov. 1815, and was buried 
in the Friends' Burying-ground, Coleman Street, Buhhill Row. Lettsom had a large 
family. One son, Samuel Fothergill, and two daughters, married respectively to Dr. 
Philip Elliott and Ur. John Elliott of Pimlico, survived him, and left issue. Sev- 
eral children died before him, including his eldest son, John Lliers Lettsom (1771- 
1799), a physician of promise (Gent . Mag . January 1800) and father of William Nanson 
Lettsom. 


Lettsom was one of the most successful of the long roll of quaker physici- 
ans. He was not a rigid quaker, being, to use his own words, 'a volatile creole, in 
his essence and nature changeable,' but he always attended worship, and retained the 


quakor dress even in the presence of royalty. He was a man of warm hoart active ben- 
evolence, and so much perseverance and practical shill, as to secure him a very large 
practice. 


In medical science Lettsom achieved nothing of moment, but he rendered im- 
portant public services as a philanthropist, taking part in the foundation of several 
valuable institutions. In 1770 he united with others in founding the General Dispen- 
sary in Aldersgate Street, the first of its hind in London, and in 1773 became one 
of its physi clans, when he published an anonymous pamphlet advocating its claims ("On 
the Improvement of Medicine in London on the basis of the Public Good," 8vo, London, 
1773). In the next year he brought out "Medical Memoirs of the General Dispensary," 
containing records of cases observed there. He also assisted Dr. Hawes and others 
in founding the Royal Humane Society, and the establishment of the Royal Sea Bathing 
Infirmary at Margate was largely due to him. Lettsom* s name is, however, chiefly 
connected with the Medical Society of London, of which he was one of the original 
founders, and which he enriched by the gift of a freehold in Bold Court, Fleet Street, 
of a considerable library, and by the foundation of a gold medal (called after his 
patron 'the Fothergillian' ) to be given annually for a medical essay. His own name 
is still commemorated in the 'Lettsomian Lectures* given in the society. In 1812 he 
became president of the newly founded Philosophical Society of London and contribut- 
ed to it several lectures. 

In early life Lettsom was a supporter of inoculation for the smallpox, aid- 
ing in the foundation of the Society for General Inoculation, and publishing pamph- 
lets on the subject, one of which brought him into a controversy with Henry, Baron 
Dimsdale. But when vaccination was introduced he became an ardent advocate in print 
and otherwise of the new practice and warmly supported Jenner’s claims to public re- 
cognition. He took also an active part in promoting the erection of a memorial to 
John Howard. Another subject in which he interested himself was the introduction of 
the mangel-wurzel, first brought into notice by Sir Richard jebb in 1786. Lettsom 
translated a pamphlet on the subject ("An Account of the Mangel-Wurzel, or Root of 
Scarcity," from the French of the Abbi de Coramerell, 8vo, 1787), grew the seed him- 
self, and imported a large quantity, which he distributed to fanners and others in 
this country as well as in Europe, America, and the West Indies. The diminution of 
intemperance, the study of anatomy, the relief of distress, the reform of prisons, 
the Steeping of bees, &c.,were other topics which his indefatigable public spirit led 
him to take up and write about. 

Lettsom’ s literary activity was the more remarkable, because most of his 
works as well as his private letters were written in his carriage while driving about 
to see his patients. His multifarious writings may be arranged under three heads; 
I. Medical and scientific; II. Biographical; III. Popular and philanthropic. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


A Few years fince, a furvey of the road was made 
from London to Brighton, with a defcription of 
gentlemen’s feats in the vicinity. 

In this work was inferted an account of Grove-Hill, 
which was afterwards copied into fome periodical 
publications, which being read by perfons abroad, 
occafioned feveral applications to be made for this 
account, diftin6t from the work itfelf, by foreigners 
of tafle and curiofity : to oblige and gratify whom, 
a few impreffions are now feparately printed. 

However inapplicable the following relation may 
be to the improvement of fpacious premifes, it may 
tend in fome meafure to ahift the proprietors of 

country 
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country houfes, in pofieflion only of fmall allotments 
of garden ground, in laying them out in a ftyle 
equally ornamental and productive. Almoft every 
houfe beyond the precinCts of the metropolis, from 
one mile to ten, claims a garden of more or lefs 
magnitude ; but few indeed within thefe limits are 
formed without being capable of more or lefs 
improvement, with refpeCt to ornament as well as 
horticultural ceconomy.

GROVE-HILL. 
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rational purfuits few more honourably diftinguifh this 
country than Horticulture, which, whilft it fupplies half 
the vegetable fupport of mankind, unites pleafure with utility : 
for he, who improves the foil, and augments its produdts by 
increafed vegetation ; who difcovers new articles of diet, or a 
better method of cultivating the vegetables already known, is 
a benefadtor to the community; he creates new fources of 
enjoyment; multiplies individual happinefs, and diffufes public 
benefit. 

As an inftance of convenient horticultural arrangement, the 
following defcription of Grove-Hill is prefented ; and to render 
it more intelligible in the perufal, views * of the premifes 
defcribed are annexed. 

The village of Camberwell is three miles from London, on 
the fouth fide of the Thames : the gradual afcent from it to the

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fummit of Grove-Hill, is nearly a mile, through a lofty and 
ihady avenue of trees, from which originated the name of this 
beautiful hill, and which was long fince celebrated in tragedy ; 
as it was in this Grove that George Barnwell is faid to have 
murdered his uncle, an incident that gave rife to Lillo’s tragedy 
of George Barnwell, or the London Merchant. 

On the left fide of the Grove, a neat Lodge opens the road, 
that leads to the refidence of the proprietor, who has added 
to its natural beauties, the decorations of art, and the comforts 
of convenience ; the north front of which is reprefented in the 
annexed engraving. 

Although Grove-Hill afford a kind of infulated eminence, 
yet looking from its fummit, it feems to be placed in the centre 
of an amphitheatre of furrounding and loftier hills, which 
naturally Ihelter it from the feverity of cold, and the violence 
of ftorms ; and thus render it eligible for a winter, as well as 
for a fummer refidence. On the north it is protefled by the 
Hampftead and Highgate hills ; and on the fouth, by thofe of 
Loreft and Sydenham hills, not unaptly anfwering the fketch 
of a fpot, delineated by the author of “ The Faerie Oueene,”*

It 
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It was a chofen plott of fertile land, 

Emongft wild hills fett, like a little neft. 

As if it had by Nature’s cunning hand 
Bene choycely picked out from all the reft. 

And laid forth for enfample of the belt : 

No dainty flowre or herbe that growes on grownd 
Nor arborett with painted bloflomes dreft, 

And fmelling fweete, but there it might be found 
To bud out faire, and her fweete fmells throwe all around. 

As this pidturefque hill commands the moll; gratifying views, 
in which the whole of the metropolis, and the fhipping in the 
Thames are confpicuous, it may be agreeable to fee delineated, 
the more linking circumftances of a place, occafionally vifited 
by perfons of tafte and curiofity. 


The garden is an oblong fquare of about an acre, fituated on 
the fouth fide of the dwelling-houfe, and enclofed by a wall, 
well covered with fruit-trees, and the extremities ornamented 
with fhrubberies. In the upper part is a ftatue of Urania, 
fupporting a globe and a dial, with this infcription, 

Poft eft occafio calva. 

Near this is a group in ftatuary, reprefenting the fates; Lartho 
holding the fpindle, and pulling the thread, which Lachafis winds

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up. Atropos in a kneeling poflure extends the right hand, 
holding an open fciffors, intent upon immediately dividing the 
thread, figurative of human life : on the back ground appears 
Hygeia, the prieftefs of health, near a column encircled by a 
ferpent, the emblem of medicine, and of renovated life, and 
laying hold of the hand of Atropos, prevents the fatal divifion 
of the thread. 

At the lower extremity of the garden is a figure of contem- 
plation, Handing on a Hone pedeltal ; bearing this infcription 
from the Pfalmifl, 

O Jehova ! 

Quam ampla funt tua opera ! 

Quam fapienter ea fecifti ! 

Quam plena eft terra pofleflione tua ! * 

Adjoining to the eafl wall is the kitchen-garden of about half 
an acre in extent, and contains forcing-houfes, and various fruit 
trees, a catalogue of which is hereafter added (note A). Over 
the entrance from the pleafure-garden is a figure of Flora, 
Handing on a pedefial. 

* O Lord! 

How manifold are Thy works ! 

How wifely haft Thou formed them ! 

How full is the earth of Thy riches ! 


Above 
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Above the kitchen-garden, are the wafh-houfe, laundry, 
brewhoufe, and other offices. The left or eaflern wall of this 
garden, opens into the fucceffion-garden, enriched alfo with 
wall and other fruit-trees, and enclofing the melonary, and 
gardener’s apartments. The lower extremity opens into the 
Arbuftum, through which a walk of nearly a mile in extent is 
carried under the fhade of upwards of one hundred fruit-trees, 
which not only form a pleafmg fhade, but likewife prove 
obje£ts of beauty in their blolfoms, and of profit in their pro- 
duct. On the borders of this walk grow about four hundred 
European plants, placed in fucceffion agreeably to the Linnean 
claffification, and lettered in legible chara£lers, a catalogue of 
which is preferved (note B). The walk is continued to an 
open portico, fupported by eight fmall columns ; in the centre 
is a piece of marble flatuary, reprefenting Cupid hermaphrodite 
afleep. From the portico the arbuftum tends northward to a 
circular temple or obfervatory, from whence a view of the 
furrounding country is prefented, combined with that of 
London, and its neighbouring villages : as well as of the 
Thames, and its floating foreft of ffiips. 

The Temple, a view of which is annexed, is fupported by 
the trunks of eighteen oak trees; round each, ivy, virgin’s 

C bower, 
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bower, honey-fuckles, or other climbing fhrubs entwine their 
foliage, and meet at their fummits in the llyle of feftoons. 
The outfide of the bafe is ornamented with bulls in llatuary 
marble, of Ceres, Pomona, Cleopatra, Marc Antony, Alex- 
ander, and various others. Within is contained the mechanical 
inllruments of the late Mr. Fergufon, and the fubfequent models 
in Cork, by Dubourg. 

Temple of fortune in Rome. 

Sybils temple (or of Vella) near Tivoli. 

Triumphal arch of Titus in Rome. 

Virgil’s tomb at Paufilippo near Naples. 

Sepulchre of Plautius near Tivoli. 

Sepulchre of the Scipio family in Rome. 

Sepulchre of the Horatii and Curiatii in Rome. 

Temple of Health in Rome. 

Stone-Henge near Salifbury. 

From hence is feen the Apiary, confilling of fixty-four hives, 
each of which is diftinguilhed in legible chara£lers, by the name 
of fome kingdom, or independent nation, commencing with 
the north of Europe, afterwards including Afia, Africa, and 
America, and concluding with the great European illands.

From the temple, the arbuftum winds towards the front of 
the dwelling-houfe, and leads to the cold bath, formed in a 
natural excavation of the ground; and flowing incelfantly, is 
conveyed into a bafon ; near which the arbuftum pafles, through 
the ferpentine, into Shakefpeare’s walk, where a ftatue of the 
poet is placed, under a thatched Ihed, fupported by the trunks 
of eight oak trees, with the branches cropped, and bearing 
evergreen climbing fhrubs. Facing this ftatue is a refervoir of 
water, well ftored with fifh, and its banks are embellilhed 
with fhrubbery, which is continued along the walk, till the 
cottage opens to view, fupported by the trunks of eighteen 
trees, entwined with climbing evergreens to their fummits, and 
there meeting in feftoons. 

Within this range of oak columns, is the fitting-room, which 
in confequence of its lefs dimenfions, admits of a walk between 
it and the oak trunks, and exhibits the form of a colonade. 
Fronting thefe are the figures of two griffins, the fupporters of 
the city arms, which were removed hither when the Guildhall 
of London was new fronted in the year 1790. Facing the 
cottage is a ftatue of Venus riling from the water, by Locatelli, 
and over the door, a reprefentation in alto relievo of the hiftory 
of Acis and Galatea in ftatuary marble. 


The 
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The fountain which fronts the cottage, is fupplied by pipes 
under ground from an ample fpring, ilfuing from the fummit, 
and colle&ing in a fheet of water, or canal, and rifing through 
the centre of an elegant compohtion in Portland hone, forms 
the jet d'eau, or fountain, already noticed, which afterwards 
falling into this refervoir, preferves it in continual agitation : 
this view is reprefented in the annexed plate. 

From this fcenery, a walk leads to the canal or fheet of water 
juft mentioned, which is furrounded with cedars, pines, laurels, 
and other evergreens. The fpring, fupplying this canal, through 
a vafe on which reclines a naiad in ornamental ftone, gives the 
name of Camberwell to the village fo called. 

The dwelling-houfe, to which we return, is a plain ftru6lure, 
confifting of fix rooms on the ground-floor, and of four on each 
above ; the front contains three emblematical figures, in alto 
relievo, caft in artificial ftone, reprefenting Liberality on the 
eaft end of the houfe, and Plenty on the weft ; the centre 
exhibits Flora , holding in each hand a feftoon of flowers, the 
right refting on a pedeftal. 


The 
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The windows on the fecond ftory are faced with an open 
fcreen of iron baluftrades ; the top of the front and each wing 
are capped with baluftrades of artificial ftone, and the extre- 
mities of the wings ornamented with fphinxes. 

The entrance of the dwelling-houfe, on the extremity of the 
wing facing the eaft, opens into the hall, which is thirty feet in 
length, by twenty-fix feet in breadth ; it is ornamented with 
Chinefe figures, and tables in Chiola. There is alfo an original 
painting of the defeat of the Spanifh Armada, which, fince the 
conflagration of Coudry-Houfe, is fuppofed to be the only one 
of that interefting event. 

The Library and Museum occupy the weftern wing. The 
former is thirty-nine feet in length, and twenty in breadth, 
divided into fixteen compartments, with a buft over each, of fome 
diftinguifhed perfonage, chara£teriftic of the particular fcience, as

At each end of the library is a chimney-piece, finifhed in 
artificial ftone : that at the eaft end has the entablature fup- 
ported by the figures of Faith and Hope, in alto relievo; the 
tablet, Charity; the friezes, wheat-ears in flutes; the blocks, 
doves (Holy Spirit) on a Glory. The entablature at the weft 
end is fupported by Flora and Pomona; the tablet, a Grecian 
wedding; the friezes, wheat-ears in flutes; blocks, bow and 
quiver on a myrtle wreath. 

The library contains about fix thoufand volumes of books ; 
cabinets of fhells, infeCls, and various fubjeCls of natural 
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hiftory ; the fpecimens of woods and of ambers are extenfive 
and valuable, as well as the colle£tion of engravings, catalogues 
of which are preferved for infpe£tion ; the hortus ficcus, or 
colle£tion of dried plants, occupy fixty volumes. The orrery 
conftru6ted by Fergufon, is in this apartment, with other philo- 
fophical inftruments. 

On the fouth front of the dwelling-houfe, exhibited in the 
annexed engraving, are reprefentations of the feafons in alto 
relievo. 

Spring— a naked boy fitting, holding in the left-hand a balket 
of flowers, on one fide the zodiac fign, Aries. 

Summer — a boy kneeling, holding a drop of fruit ; the zodiac 
fign, Libra. 

Autumn — a boy lying among wheat, with a fickle in one 
hand; zodiac fign, Cancer. 

Winter— a boy putting on {kates; the zodiac fign, Capri- 
cornus. 


On 
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On the other wing, forming the outfide fouthern wall of the 
hall, are the following tablets alfo in alto relievo. 

Arts— Mufick, painting, and archite&ure. 

Commerce— Neptune and Triton, joining plenty and wealth; 
Chips on the back ground. 

Peace and Plenty — Olive branch and cornucopia. 

Woollen Manufacture — Loom and fheep. 

Sovereignty of the Laws — Uniting liberty and military 
power. 

Truth — unveiling herfelf, and Prudence holding a mirror. 

In the centre of thefe is placed, a larger tablet, reprefenting 
the great pyramid of Egypt, which appears at a diftance, and 
forms the back ground, fkirted by a palm. The principal figure 
is the Ifis of Sais, and on each fide is a fphinx, emblematic of 
myftery ; under the Ifis is a ferpent, reprefenting eternity, in 
a circular form, including the following infcription :

The Ifis of Sais was fuppofed to be the revealer of the 
myfteries of Nature, and to have been an univerfal benefaft refs ; 
but more efpecially to have prefided over Medicine. This 
fcience fhe was faid to have invented, and to have firft difco- 
vered the falutary ufe of drugs and minerals, and the effence of 
all beneficial plants. 

The enumeration of the pieces of ornamental Hone, is more 
particularly detailed, in order to excite inquiries after this 
ufeful manufa6tory, and to promote its more general ufe. 

The library opens by a glafs-door into the garden through 
the green-houfe ; and by another door into the mufeum or 
repofitory for natural hiftory and other curiofities. The marble

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chimney-piece in this room is carved in fhells, equal to fine 
natural fpecimens, with a centre tablet reprefenting a water 
nymph ; and on each fide is a cabinet of medals and coins. 

A fplendid colle&ion of ores and minerals occupies two fides 
of this mufeum, catalogues of which are kept for infpe£lion. 
The fpecimens of Cornu Ammonis are likewife very confider- 
able, as well as thofe of foffils in an adjoining room or fmaller 
mufeum. 

The propenfity to a refidence on the fouth fide of the metro- 
polis, is perhaps more the refult of experience than caprice. 
Phyficians have remarked, that for three-fourths of the year, 
the wind blows from the fouth towards London, and confe- 
quently for that period, the air is as pure as the moft rural 
fituation can afford ; and the three months in which the north 
wind prevails, conflitute the winter feafon, when the feverity 
of the weather draws the company from their country retreats 
to the town. 

It muff appear a matter of furprife, to a perfon who curforily 
confiders the fcite of London, that a villa on the fouth fide 
of the Thames, little more than three miles from each of the 

three 
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three city bridges, and which may be feen from that of Black- 
Friars, and from the tranfverfe ftreets of the Strand, fhould 
afford a profpeft of above two hundred miles in circumference. 
In front indeed, the city prefents itfelf, but the eye foon palfes 
over this grand difplay of human elegance and wealth, to the 
fummits of thofe hills where Hampftead, Highgate, and other 
hamlets are fcattered ; among which Caen- Wood and various 
charming feats are interfperfed ; beyond thefe, Harrow on the 
Hill and its lofty fpire arife; and wandering towards the 
palace of Windfor, and palling along the counties of Middle- 
fex and Hertford, enjoys an extenfive view of Elfex ; and 
eroding the Thames, returns on the Ealt by Shooter’s-Hill 
and Greenwich. The South is bounded by Sydenham-Hills 
and Norwood ; whilft the Weft takes in Chelfea, and the upper 
part of the Thames above the bridges. In this range of view 
five Telegraphs may be diftin£tly feen, by the eye alone. 

The extenfive and pi£turefque views from the point of 
the hill, are heightened by the various objects which the 
Thames daily affords, with the failing and varied difpofition of 
the numerous fhipping, and combine naval grandeur and rural 
elegance, no where equalled in the world, being indifputably 
the richeft feenery that ever was afforded to the fight.

From hence even the evening fcenery prefents peculiar 
beauty ; whilft the ftars of the firmament form a canopy, the 
innumerable lights of the metropolis are extended beneath 
like a luminous carpet, and pierce the darknefs of night with 
glittering radiance. 

The chafte and elegant poet, the late John Scott, Efq. upon 
viewing the fcenery from Grove-Hill, which a clear day ex- 
hibited, produced the following defcriptive eulogy ; which 
evinces at the fame time the fenfibility of his own heart. 

Where Grove-Hill {hows thy villa fair, 

But lately there, my Friend, with thee 
’Twas mine the tranquil hour to {hare — 

The focial hour of converfe free ; 

To mark the arrangement of thy ground, 

And all the pleafing profpeft round, 

Where, while we gaz’d, new beauties ftill were found. 

There, as the impending cloud of fmoke 
Fled various from the varying gale, 

Full on the view frefh obje&s broke 
Along the extenfive peopled vale, 
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Befide Thamefis bending ftream, 

From ancient Lambeth’s weft extreme, 

To Limehoufe, glittering in the evening beam. 

And now and then the glancing eye, 

Caught glimpfe of fpots remoter ftill, 

On Hampftead’s ftreet-clad Hope fo high, 

Or Harrow’s far confpicuous hill ; 

Or eaftward wander’d to explore 
All Peckham’s pleafant level o’er,
